From the National Society for the Prevention 
Blindness comes warning the public have 
nothing with spectacles not specially pre- 
scribed competent opticians, for the reason that 
wearing maladjusted glasses menace the 
sight. The same authority warns against mail- 
order courses eye-exercises, which hold out the 
hope relief from eye-strain and defective vision, 
without precautionary diagnosis competent 
specialists.

DON’T WASTE WORDS.—Words are essential 
for the communication thoughts, but they are 
not used with they may defeat their pur- 
pose, confusing the meaning they are intended 
convey.

Usually infraction the rule enjoining concise- 
ness proceeds from the circumstance that the writer 
has little say, and seeks make for poverty 
ideas copiousness diction. But this not 
always the case. was not the case, for instance, 
with Alexander Henry. was one the 
pioneers the American Fur Trade. was the 
nephew another and quite celebrated fur trader 
the pioneer era the Northwest whose name 
was the same his, and for that reason often 
distinguished “Alexander Henry the Younger.” 
practice keep journal. Many years 
after his death, the file these journals came into 
the hands student history who found that 
they contained the most interesting and illuminating 
account existence the period and the region 
which they refer, and who therefore took upon 
himself the task editing them for publication. 
The name this scholar was Elliott Coues. But 
here what, his preface the published work, 
Mr. Coues took occasion say the subject 
Henry’s literary style: 


“In writing, Henry used language such fur 
trader ever spoke—nor anyone else, unless English 
indeed grammarless tongue; for solecism 
seldom failed supersede syntax his maze 
verbiage, and sense was always liable lost 
wilderness words.

Mr. Coues goes explain: “Imagining that 
few readers would have the patience follow him 
the end journeys begun that fashion, con- 
cluded take what grammatical liberties with 
the manuscript saw fit. Deletion simply super- 
fluous words and sheerly tautological phrases 
made shrink about one-fourth, with correspond- 
ing increase tensile strength fiber. Another 
revision, the course which every sentence was

could impressed upon the composition without 
entirely rewriting it, reduced the copy about 
two-thirds its original dimension, and the upshot 
all this blue-penciling was textual compromise 
between what had found written and what might 
have preferred write had the composition been 
own.” conclusion Mr. Coues avers: 
not think have omitted obscured single matter 
fact the slightest significance, subordinated 
the author’s individuality own.”

The number living graduates colleges and universi- 
ties the United States, Mr. Phillips says, approxi- 
mately one and half million, but the 69,000,000 per- 
sons years age older they constitute only 2.14 per 
cent, the non-college graduates 4.55 per cent have had 
some college training; 6.22 per cent are high school grad- 
uates, and another 18.86 per cent have done some high 
school work. The number who have completed the 
elementary grades equals 27.13 per cent, and the number 
who have had some elementary school work per 
cent, only 7.1 per cent being set down illiterate.

The idea that 
music has higher influence than produce 
pleasant sensations has done much harm the prog- 
ress the art our schools. The fact that music 
deals with our emotions first, leads some educators 
regard that art lightly and look upon 
mere pleasant pastime. They cannot enter into the 
emotional powers the art; hence its real powers 
remain mystery them; and because they con- 
sider music emotional and not intellectual, 
they conclude deserves place the side 
other studies the curriculum. 

“He that hath music his soul, and not 
moved the concord sweet sounds, fit for 
treason, stratagems, and spoils.” That the way 
that Shakespeare put it. Every child should have 
opportunity least hear good music the 
home the school. Where feasible, every 
child should instructed the rudiments this 
sweet art. Where there talent the part 
the child and fondness for music, the child should 
have chance develop this talent. little 
short tragic that any child, particularly any 
family group children, should grow apart 
from musical atmosphere. Music seems speak 
the soul direct, while other arts and sciences 
must make their appeal through the mind and the 
reasoning faculties. Where the man the 
woman with music their souls? They are 
rarities. May they grow still rarer. 

true lover music can hardly imagined 
wholly bad character. True, some the ancients 
and some the moderns who made themselves felt 
the realm composition and performance were 
dissolute and wayward, but who can tell what 
depths they might have fallen but for the saving 
grace music? 

many our schools the music training 
superficial that the child derives from intel- 
lectual benefit. given steady diet songs; 
everlastingly asked sing but never listen. 
This certainly not the purpose school music. 
School music, when properly taught, leads the child 
become broader and induces him love music. 
All possible means should used impress the 
child with the beauties the art, and especially 
those children whose musical taste has become 
vitiated, who come from hard, cold walks life 
where things beauty are unseen and unheard. 

Our system musical education should from the 
outset aim not only correctness ear, purity 
voice, and power reproduce music from the 
written symbols, but should also attempt culti- 
vate those faculties observation and critical ap- 
preciation which are the present day lacking, 
and for want which music’s consoling and up- 
lifting powers are still unrealized age which 
needs them more than they were ever needed 
before. 

quite possible for children taught 
sing well sight and acquire love for music 
one and the same time. The teacher, however, 
must keep both aims view. ought value 
more look enjoyment the faces the children 
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than the most perfect ability sing. The moment 
class ceases enjoy itself the singing lesson there 
something wrong. Not only should the acquire- 
ment love music ever borne mind, but 
the same time there should training good 
taste. quite possible these days the 
radio and the perfected talking machine give our 
boys and girls the Music the world well its 
poetry, its literature, its history, and its art. This 
knowledge has never before been possible. But 
now, opening class Music Appreciation 
conjunction with Music Theory and Sight singing, 
the music teacher can teach the correct interpreta- 
tion music and establish listening habit 
children which will retained after years. All

Music 
longer extra accomplishment—it necessary 
the life each human being, and especially 
every child, for music primarily expression 
emotion, and the child needs this mode utterance 
the more because other channels are necessarily 
limited this age. “Suffer the little children 
come unto Me,” said our Divine Master, and how 
easily may this accomplished through the 
medium music. 


Little children five and six years even should 
flooded with music, beautiful music, that they 
may develop, addition finer emotional life, 
discrimination, taste, and intelligent judgment, 
knowing the difference between cheap, showy 
music, which though fascinating, delightful and 
fresh for the moment, yields all has the first time 
heard, and that other more enduring, purer 
type, which though not brilliant, can bear the 
test unnumbered repetitions with increase 
rather than decrease charm and power each 
new hearing. 

Let give the children interesting songs, joyful 
songs child life, home, nature, holidays and 
standard community and patriotic songs couched 
poetic language literary merit and lyrical 
folk music, classics, and themes from the 
masterpieces. Let the hymns they sing simple 
beautiful. Most important all, give them 
knowledge and love the sublime chant the 
church all perfection, order that they 
may take their places desirable congregational 
singing.

truth truth accuracy, and accuracy absolute 
necessity the correct interpretation music. 
Suppression self; there place for the in- 
dividual voice the singing class; each singer 
part the whole chorus. love for beauty; 
children will always respond the beautiful, and 
lay foundation for the beautiful the heart 
child implant magic seed the extent whose 
value the schools for its disciplinary effects alone. 
There study which the children are required 
work such complete unison they are 
music properly taught. Genuinely good music 
eliminates all guess work, all sham, all indifference 
truth. unifies sentiment, and may called 
the golden chain binds together all the 
branches the curriculum. The child mind very 
impressionable, and the first teachings will remain 
with always. musical atmosphere pervades 
the school and the home, the child will have cer- 
tain ideas keeping with and will acquire 
liking for and understanding it. 

The majority children have had little 
experience with either singing listening music 
before coming school, hence ear training must 
come first. song basis seems more psychological 
than scale and technical method alone, since the 
former represents the concrete which the child 
more interested. Then too, technical skill best 
developed from songs rather than from exercises. 
child during the sensory period should 
taught hear accurately and express accurately 
what hears. His musical experiences must 
acquired observing, imitating, and then 
doing the thing himself. deny little child the 
pleasure expressing his feelings through real 
songs until such time can read them himself 


stories and story telling until can read them 
for himself. 


The adolescent period time strong con- 
victions, when high ideals. blossom forth. Music, 
virtue its beauty purity, and rhythm serves 
safe channel through which feeling finds itself 
ennobled. Even surly, incorrigible boys enjoy sing- 
ing, perhaps even against their will; then they 
realize that they are doing their part produce 
something beautiful, and feel encouraged develop 
their powers and overcome timidity. hope 
through the mind win the heart, else hope 
through the heart win the mind. The emotional 
and the intellectual are always running race with 
each other. Blessed the teacher who can keep 
the two shoulder shoulder.

civics should permeate the 
entire school life the child. the early 
grades let directly connected through story, 
song, and poem with those emotions which in- 
fluence civic life. The words and biographies 
great men furnish many opportunities for instruc- 
tion civics. The elements geography serve 
emphasize the interdependence men. study 
pictures and architecture arouses the desire for 
civic beauty and orderliness. Geography, History, 
and Civics should, far possible, taught 
allied subjects with emphasis one time upon history 
and another time upon present civics. Along 
with the instruction civics, there should given 
suitable lessons the present-day political activities 
connected with the life the child. should 
gradually come realize that each political unit— 
city, state, nation, group people 
organized such manner for the 
members that group those kinds work which 
all need have done. 

The special aim the teaching civics there- 
fore should help the child realize himself 
member each political group that does work for 
him. should help him realize concretely 
and vividly possible— 

(1) What the most important things are that 
are done for its members each political 
group. 

That there division labor among 
these city, state, nation, 
each the main doing the work that 
needed its own members. 

The general way which the members 
each group their work—-in other words, 
learn about the officers, laws, elections, 
taxation, etc., each unit merely the 
machinery which the needed work 
done. 

That there should always reciprocal 
exchange; honest service for honest sup- 
port between the members each group 
public” and the smaller numbers 
members “office holders” who are 
chosen have special charge the work 
the group.

are the children degree- 
giving. Before Frederick 
porated the University Bologna 1158, one 
Neither Plato nor Aristotle, neither Varro nor 
Quintilian ever passed gave examinations, yet 
they somehow acquired education, and imparted 
with unusual success others. the high 
schools, examinations are the children the 
diploma, and such are the most efficient aids 
making the machine system the school felt. The 
child wins the diploma the installment plan and 
the examinations are the coupons which must 
take presentation. This diploma worship, 
somewhat the teacher, very much the pupil 
and parent, one the most insidious idolatries 
that has ever defiled the fair temple education. 

That schools will ever free from the tyranny 
diploma and examination may Utopian 
expectation. doubt they are destined 
with for many years. The question how can 
they made our servants instead threatening 
our masters, Examinations may perhaps 
relegated their proper place considering what 
they really for the scholar and how they it. 
For the most part, high schools are free from the 
evil prize examinations, except the -colleges 
hold the sword Damocles over them admission 
examinations. the office examinations 
and what their educational The answer 
not far find. They test the qualifications 
the pupil and they stimulate him greater effort. 
Now wish show that both these values have 
been most fearfully overestimated. 

What they test?—the teacher? They may 
very good test for bad teacher, and very poor 
one for good teacher; not exactly scientific test 
then; something like the test for witches. Given 
regular doses, they will make very poor teacher 
out very good one very short time. 

But they test the pupil? Yes, his knowledge, 
but its lowest form. does not show how the 
concepts are formed the mind, how they are 
related each other for living activity. The con- 
cepts may the mind good shape pass 
examination, and very poor shape form man. 
After all full much importance how 
thing man’s head and how came there, 
whether there not. the relation that 
the all-important thing. This makes our character. 
makes our weal woe. 

But there another kind examination which 
say tests power. Examinations mathematics, 
sight translations, questions involving judg- 
ment. Much better; and insofar these tend 
develop power, better yet, but the condition 
making this test which hangs fictitious 
degree value, real the scholar, not all con- 
ducive developing that power which the 
aim test. The high-strung, nervous boy who 
needs the teacher knows it, too often 
almost paralyzed mentally discouragement follows 
while the I-don’t-care-boy comes out ahead and 
excuses himself his inactivity and idleness the 


past his equanimity the present. Thus the 
boy you have desire stimulate brought 
fever heat and his neighbor left unmoved. 

But the end our education not knowledge 
merely—it not development power merely—it 
preeminently the awakening certain desires 
that will serve the pupil sort perpetual in- 
spiration through life. And there form 
examination yet devised which will test this more— 
there form examination which does not 
its very nature deaden and throttle this. Every 
examination now conducted carries with the 
implication finishing, rounding up. You say, 
“Yes, this its but say, “No, its 
greatest demerit.” You will write your diploma 
then, “has finished course study,” but will 
write, “is not better prepared live.” School 
should opening, not closing, and seems 
me, most appropriate that commencement should 
come the end. true test then, must 
confessed that examinations fill very inferior place, 
and teachers will well continually 
remind ourselves and our pupils and the public 
this marked inferiority. largely our fault 
teachers that they were ever extolled such 
lofty position. 

The second merit claimed for examinations that 
they stimulate the pupil greater work. Now 
there are stimuli and stimuli. There the stimulus 
the whip, and teachers said once that they could 
not teach school without it. They declared this, 
“though good for boys, bad for men.” There 
the stimulus the cutting voice the sarcastic 
teacher, and there the stumulus the machine 
system concentrated the examination. All are 
external stimuli, they come from without. The 
only true stimulus comes from within, the stimulus 
interest. you count upon anything else, 
though you have the appearance success for 
time, when lives are measured you will score 
failure. Examinations stimulus tend develop 
the coffee-pot memory. The pot better after 
being emptied than was before, perhaps little 
worse. What learn stays with not day 
longer than had interest that should. Little 
wonder that our scholars forget fast when the 
examination passed. rather obscuring 
the true end examinations from the eyes the 
scholar and even from the eyes good teacher, 
that the danger lies. Like the man with the muck 
rake Pilgrim’s Progress, our eyes are turned 
the ground, and fail see the crown above our 
heads. we, ourselves can lift our eyes it, only 
now and then, what can expected the scholar? 
may easily live and die child the dragon’s 
teeth; born the earth and buried again its 
bosom. may never know that the greatest joy 
life learn, and that knowledge sought for 
knowledge’s sake alone, that wisdom which 
the true queen effort. Such wisdom not 
gained the stimulus examinations. 

may sum up, then, the answers the claims 
examinations. While they test, they test 
very poor and incomplete way while they stimulate, 
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they stimulate low ends and obscure the higher. 

There are three questions which must not fail 
have hearing whenever examinations are dis- 
cussed: first, the question moral influence, second, 
the question over-pressure, and third, the ques- 
tion mechanical uniformity. 

The temptation dishonesty examinations 
one the greatest moral trials the schools offer 
and comes peculiarly deceptive form. There 
code morality among school-boys which 
they recognize themselves the third estate versus 
the teacher, the second estate. all know that 
this wrong, but are equally aware its truth, 
and that unless the greatest care used sure 
display itself examination involving marks. 
Now why that the boy otherwise sound prin- 
ciples often careless here? believe that there 
are two facts which perhaps unconsciously and yet 
with right, influence the boy. First, recognizes 
that the importance placed upon the test more 
less overdrawn, and more less artificial; that 
the teacher this very fact has taken advantage, 
and well—all’s fair war. The second fact the 
element chance which enters into every exami- 
nation. The boy has learned this experience, 
and has come know that within certain limits 
does not differ very much from respectable 
raffle after all. Either these elements vitiates the 
means character training. The 
teacher must either watch with falcon eye, and the 
boy seeing that the teacher judges him capable 
knavery, concludes that might well get the 
profit his reputation, given good chance; 
with all confidence the integrity the boy, 
devote himself his other work, and the temptation 
being too great for the support, honor falls. And 
all this what end? determine whether the 
boy shall eighty-five ninety. All which 
the teacher, were good teacher, knew per- 
fectly well before. 

Alas for the necessity telling our pupils, good, 
bad and indifferent, four times year, just what 
think them. that that custom may soon 
come, which all men shall issue their friends 
detailed statement what they think them. 
Then, thanks the aid written examinations, 
perhaps, soon, well the school-boy shall 
realize the wish the poet, 


“Oh wad some pow’r the giftie gie us, 
see oursels others see us.” 


the danger over-pressure examinations 
enough has been said warn the most thoughtless. 
only necessary remind that this danger 
especially great the period life the high 
school, when the growing and developing youth 
are little able bear without injury the nervous 
strain. 

Examinations tend produce mechanical uni- 
formity our scholars; they crush out spontaneity, 
they repress individuality; two the greatest 
gifts that Heaven has given fact worthy 
our deepest consideration, that the great genuises 
the world have rarely done well our schools. 
They seem have developed spite the school 
rather than through its care. Shall despair 
say that education only good for men mediocre 
talents? Shall not rather say, the fault

DDRESSING myself especially college 

freshmen, take for granted that you are all 
familiar with the fundamental requisites good 
English, that you are able more than merely 
express thought words. But infer from your 
work, both written and oral, that you have not yet 
grasped the full significance the utility figura- 
tive expression. speech the external body 
which the soul the thought, can hardly afford 
treat lightly. recent Irish writer puts it, 
thought real thing, and words are only its 
raiment”; “but thought”, continues, “is shy 
virgin, and will not seen unless fittingly 
appareled.” Somewhat poetic, doubt, but none 
the less aptly said. Cardinal Newman, with his ex- 
ceptionally fine sensibilities and delicate human 
sympathies, points out the aim speech the 
transference ideas fully and accurately. 
transfer idea fully must able grasp its 
meaning, see its proper setting, and give 
forth with lively sense the value words. 
order this and well, must, some 
measure, least, have mastered the art forceful 
and effective speech. true that sometimes 
empty parcel passes through the mail—but much 
oftener, think, bare skeleton words passed 
for well-dressed speech. 

“All art,” according Ruskin, “is seeing and 
saying.” And experience teaches that all saying 
eventually rest seeing. varied are the 
ways seeing, diverse are the ways saying. 
Ruskin, sees when, “Queen the Air,” 
describes the movements the serpent: 

“That rivulet smooth silver—how does flow, 
think you? literally rows upon the earth, with 
every scale for oar; bites the dust with the 
ridges its body. Watch when moves slowly. 
wave, but with wind! current, but with 
Startle it: the winding stream will 
become twisted arrow; the wave poisoned life 
will flash through the grass like cast lance.” 

cannot for moment doubt that Ruskin had 
the picture clearly mind before wrote down. 
you cultivate the habit seeing things and 
storing mental images draw upon, you will 
gradually learn the art figurative expression. 
surprising how much trained eye can see, and 
ear hear. would well for reflect occa- 
sionally the use make our senses. man 
who has traveled much and come contact with 
persons and institutions, different levels culture 
and civilization, well-informed, and, all else being 
equal, provided know how use his wealth 
advantage, asset society, whose conver- 
sation will interesting, and writing resourceful. 
“To anyone with senses,” notes the owner ‘the 
most beloved initials,’ “there always something 
worth describing.” person sometimes touched 
the most unexpected moments beauty 
nature, the lives others, his own most 
intimate personal experiences. these impres- 
sions should register, that the opportune 
moment may able press them into service 
when writes. clear that work done such 
manner will living, fresh and wholesome.

ATHOLIC education dedicated the task 
forming Christian character the lives 
growing children. Catholic education justified 
the plea that, after the home, can most effec- 
tively endow boys and girls with the qualities 
mind and heart required for citizenship Christ’s 
kingdom upon earth and heaven, Catholic edu- 
cation, therefore, must always primarily con- 
cerned with the development Christian character. 
Very little that new can written the sub- 
ject character formation. Nearly every book 
concerned with Catholic education contains some 
reference this all important educative process. 
Indeed, hear much about character formation 
that are apt take too much for granted and 
adopt rather self-satisfied complacency with re- 
gard its attainment. 

The purpose this article emphasize 
forcibly possible the supreme importance the 
formation Christian character our educational 
system. form Christian character our pupils 
requires not much understanding the 
theory character formation does vitally 
moved the dynamic power this sublime ob- 
jective. Success the attainment this objective 
requires the frequent examination and accounting 
methods and achievements. 

Character has been defined “Life dominated 
comprises thoughts, words and 
actions. Character has with that which gives 
energy and direction all these human activities. 
The man character acts consistently and deliber- 
ately. not creature swayed impluse 
from within nor circumstances from without. 
Internal motives, which have become imbedded 
his very personality, give movement, unity and sta- 
bility all his activities. 

the process character formation, the sig- 
nificance principles all important. principle 
may defined “as ethical concept that has 
come deeply rooted the mind, has been elevated 
into fixed standard conduct and consistently 
applied direct one’s conduct.” Well may 
said that “principles really such must become 
grounded one’s consciousness and must form 
part one’s very self.” 

Closely related the concept principles that 
ideals. ideal, the true sense the term, 
mean some type excellence which con- 
ceived possible and desirable personal imita- 
tion and realization. admire the noble qualities 
friend associate, combine admirable 
traits human character—to form our ideals. 
However created, our resultant ideal always re- 
ducible certain type character which the 
last means that have chosen definite 
group principles the guiding standard our 
lives. Merely admire human excellence does not 
suffice. Far more important than this the earnest 
endeavor live our ideals and make them 
function our lives. “It the will that makes 
character and character that makes the man.” 

educators are dedicated the task 
forming character. Catholic educators must 


form definite type character. form in- 


tegral part the educational mission the Church 


which continues the work Christ among men. 
have received our commission teach from 
Christ Himself. Because this, are clothed 
with His grace and are protected the mantle 
His authority. Under His divine leadership, 
have consecrated our lives the Christlike task 
forming young hearts and souls according the 
model Him who said “Suffer the little children 
come unto and forbid them not, for such 
the Kingdom Heaven.” 


The formation Christian character, then, 
our supreme educational objective. make 
Christ live and grow the souls children that 
they may imitate Him life and live with Him for 
all eternity has ever been and always must the 
one never changing comprehensive aim Catholic 
education. 

The example and teachings Christ form our 
educational heritage. Consequently our task 
forming Christian character the lives our boys 
and girls requires that enrich their minds, en- 
lightened faith, with the treasure God’s re- 
vealed truth and that train the wills, strength- 
ened God’s grace, conform the principles 
and ideals Him Whose name teach. 

Our educational concern must always re- 
duce the problem forming Christian character 
the practical everyday life the classroom. 


More important than anything else for success 
the formation Christian character the attitude 
the teacher. Unless the teacher conceives his 
task large and comprehensive way, will not 
succeed any great extent this difficult and 
complicated work. 

must ask ourselves frequently what are 
striving accomplish our work teachers. 
must get away from the immediate atmosphere 
the classroom with its daily difficulties and daily 
routine. limit our educational perspective 
the narrow confines our particular classroom, 
strive for immediate results and these alone, 
are bound disappointed. Such narrow view- 
point will make our work monotonous and irksome. 
will lack the vital enthusiasm necessary for suc- 
cessful achievement our sublime vocation re- 
ligious teachers. 

The living product Catholic education 
sought the after-lives those who have gone 
from the portals our schools. know how 
consoling realize how much Catholic educa- 
tion has contributed the present vitality Cath- 
olic thought and activity. country the 
world does there exist more zealous devotion 
Catholic ideals and principles. Countless men and 
women, nurtured the holy atmosphere the 
Catholic school, have given themselves over the 
perfect service Christ the religious life, while 
others are ever bringing glory God and His 
Church lives Christian worth and sanctity. 

Every teacher can point least some former 
pupils who exemplify their lives the qualities 
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soul, mind and heart expected the worthy 
graduate the Catholic school. 

are architects the lives our future men 
and women, Like architects, must clearly con- 
ceive the complete design true Christian char- 
acter before can determine its foundations. 
must often visualize the clearest possible terms 
what sort men and women desire our children 
become. 

What are some the qualities admire our 
worthy graduates and fondly develop our 
present pupils? 

recognize the ideal graduate the Catholic 
school one who blessed with sound and vig- 
knowledge for his particular state life. 
able use this knowledge intelligently and service- 
ably. clear and accurate his judgment 
the values life. neither conceited nor self- 
conscious. Without being stubborn obstinate 
firm and consistent his conduct. able 
make his mind reasoned grounds and 
capable adhering his resolutions. able 
sympathize with the aspirations and feelings 
possesses the degree refinement expected his 
status life. guided sound principles 
conduct and earnestly endeavors live according 
these principles. Over and above everything 
else loyally devoted his religion. His faith 
the well-spring all his activities. Given the 
graduate who strong and healthy, intellectually 
well informed, capable, energetic and enterprising, 
cultivated taste and feeling, conscientous, mor- 
ally upright and truly religious and you have the 
ideal graduate the Catholic school—the in- 
dividual Christian character. 


Here flesh and blood our objective. vital, 
clear conception the objective the first 
requisite for intelligent, joyful and effective effort 
the formation Christian character. 

The teacher who comprehends Christian char- 
acter the full radiance its beauty and nobility 
will never conceive education the mere imparting 
knowledge and the cramming receptive 
memory. will realize that the memorizing 
formulae for the purposes recitation and exam- 
ination falls far short the real objective 
Catholic education. 


real understanding the all round develop- 
ment implied the possession Christian char- 
acter will prevent the teacher from underestimating 
the value the natural virtues the educative 
process. may well ask ourselves, are not 
apt overemphasize the supernatural virtues 
the detriment the natural? not forget 
sometimes the powerful influence human nature 
shaping the child’s destiny? keen sense 
honor and the square deal have been described 
American virtues. Well may ask ourselves, how 
our graduates compare with those secular 
schools this regard? truthfulness, self- 
respect, self-control, courteous regard for the feel- 
ings others, refinement mind and speech— 
surely these should the natural flowering our 
whole religious system education. find 
that sometimes our boys and girls are apt 
little disturbed breaches truth, loyalty and

sincerity? Lying, deceit, petty thieving and cheat- 
ing examinations are not unheard among 
Catholic school pupils. Can that this attitude 
due the tendency sometimes found over- 
emphasizing the negative side conduct the de- 
triment its positive aspects? must interpret 
conduct terms “thou shalt not,” but also let 
keep always mind our more important duty 
teaching our boys and girls strive for 
Christian perfection all times and all costs. 
The complete understanding the Christian ideal 
character emphasizes the truth that the super- 
natural does not destroy cancel the natural vir- 
tues but presupposes them, perfects them and sanc- 
tifies them. 


Another phase the process forming Chris- 
tian character that should engage our attention 
the danger overemphasizing the principle 
authority the detriment individual initiative. 
educational axiom that all real training 
self-training. The possession Christian character 
presupposes the habits self-reliance, self-direction 
and self-control. These habits are formed from 
within and not from without. Mere rules, enforced 
simply appeals summary penalties for their 
non-observance, will never very far form 
Christian character. For example, have not seen 
children forced the sacraments weekly 
part their school discipline, who will entirely 
neglect the sacraments during the summer vaca- 
tion? Frequent reception the sacraments in- 
deed eminently praiseworthy and pupils should 
encouraged such practice, but mere compulsory 
frequenting the sacraments not regarded 
virtuous. Such practices ignore the fundamental 
law that all human improvement from within 
outwards and that there such thing com- 
pulsory virtue. Let remember that form 
Christian character must penetrate the inner 
consciousness the pupil and allow him sufficient 
freedom for the development individual initiative. 
Let train our pupils their duty intelligently 
and religiously all day long school and out 
school. Make the motive one understanding 
Christian service and loyalty and not merely the 
voice superior teacher, the requirements 
the rule the sound bell. all means train 
pupils their duty all the time but inspire them 
this that they may please God and improve 
themselves. 


Our greatest asset the formation Christian 
character the effective teaching religion. Re- 
ligion man’s greatest concern. Its presence 
absence affects for good evil all man’s rela- 
tions God and neighbor. Here again neces- 
sary for the teacher conceive religion some- 
thing more than the mere memorizing catecheti- 
cal formulae lest teach catechism without teach- 
ing religion. Christian character connotes sincere 
and earnest belief Christ and His revelation. 
requires personal loyalty Him, the personal sur- 
render one’s will His will and the acceptance 
Him the living heaven-sent model which 
one’s highest aspiration conform. Conse- 
quently teach religion means something more 
than make religion understood. must touch 
the souls our pupils, must convert them, 
must inflame them with personal loyalty Jesus 
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Christ. must root out our children’s lives 
all evil inclinations and sow them the seeds 
virtue that they may ever grow Christian faith, 
hope and charity. must appeal vitally the 
whole child—to his heart, his feelings and his emo- 
tions the use art, music, drama and poetry. 
The whole atmosphere the school, the person- 
ality the teacher, the discipline, the spirit, the 
experiences provided—all must reflect the truths 
that are taught that the pupil may not only know 
the truth but may develop the attitudes, habits and 
loyalties that are the very essence Christian 
character, 

succeed forming Christian character, the 
teacher must not only comprehend Christian char- 
acter all its aspects but besides must appre- 
ciate the dignity the child and must under- 
stand the nature the boy and the girl—how they 
grow and develop into manhood and womanhood. 
The surpassing worth the individual soul the 
cornerstone upon which the whole edifice Cath- 
olic education has been erected. Sympathetic 
attention should given the individual child 
regardless his ability external condition life. 
St. Thomas tells that “Education mere im- 
solicitation, suggestion and direction which the 
mind prompted exert its natural powers 
normal ways. While chief stress laid upon the 
development the intellectual functions, due 
notice must taken the subordinate faculties. 
Sense, imagination and memory cooperate both 
the acquisition knowledge and its retention.” 
The teacher, then, must realize that each child 
being infinite sensibility and impressionability. 
The child not mechanical something 
pushed and dragged this way and that. Our work 
transform that child infinite sensibility and 
impressionability into individual who will be- 
lieve, trust and love God, who will live according 
Christian principles and who will endeavor 
good wherever may be. word, are 
endeavoring teach our boys and girls how be- 
come enlightened and virtuous Christians whom 
the habits right thinking, right living and well 
doing have become part and parcel their lives. 


the light the spiritual value and possibilities 
the life each child entrusted our care, cer- 
tain questions present themselves. not 
sometimes make very definite distinctions our 
dealings with individual children? not dif- 
ficuit deal with attractive, responsive children. 
Such are the consolation every teacher. But ex- 
perience teaches that every classroom there are 
children who are not attractive. Some are mentally 
handicapped. Some come from undesirable homes. 
The problem child always with us. Are doing 
all that can develop Christian character 
such children? They are important the sight 
Almighty God. know too that sympathy for 
such children, understanding their problems, 
encouragement and proper educational and emo- 
tional adjustment will oftentimes place them the 
road normal living. Nay more, does not hap- 
pen that frequently our most grateful graduates are 
those who were most unattractive and most un- 
responsive thtir school days? 
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SOME OLD-NEW-FASHIONED PEDAGOGY

Among the forms amusement mode our here- 
and-now progressivists, there one, the justice and good 
sense which become daily more more dubious 
those who ponder seriously our present efficiency, its 
matter and degree. the amusement “poking fun” 
our forbears, their standards ethics, their manner 
pedagogics, and cross-sections their philosophy that 
appear the ultra-modern plain silliness. 
fashion amusement that least smacks levity, 
and smart only the wrong sense. Our progenitors 
near and far labored under the weaknesses 
comings bred the race—for after all that life, and 
moderns are neither more nor less than chips the 
old block, running true form. Logically, then, much 
this “fun-poking” not fun all, but very clearly 
defense reaction, way have diverting the foci 
the microscopes from our own imperfections those 
our ancestors. 

Scholasticism, medievalism, Victorianism, indeed! 
elevate our eyebrows crushing angle the mere 
mention and simply murmur not fit 
into our scheme things. Certainly, acquit our- 
selves host things with far rarer efficiency than 
any age race ever did before; few things with 
far less efficiency. 

However, this attitude utter superiority with respect 
the old-fashioned, the archaic and the veteran would 
matter for little concern were not finding such 
large place the modern classroom and working the 
detriment pedagogic completeness. process dis- 
location seems more less the order there, and 
Catholic teachers have caught the contagion. There 
growing feeling with that—if not the vanguard—we 
must least date. And therefore, are 
gradually but surely breaking away from good old cus- 
toms, traditions, and methods, which retained would 
buttress some all-too-evident weaknesses our own way 
training youth. the flux and reflux things that 
make mar human completeness is, best, poor 
business outlaw anything that has done yeoman service 
the past, merely because its hall-mark mellow with 
age and service. can old the planet which 
move, yet new the present hour. 


illustration this fever iconoclasm that 
possesses us, cite the following case point. The 
President the Teachers’ Training College city, 
speaking last summer group religious teachers 
one his classes, said, commenting the dizzy trends 
modern education: “Formerly, the pupils who came 
from your schools were examples beautiful hand- 
writing; but to-day they are indistinguishable. think 
rather pity that even you are becoming impervious 
lines beauty.” leave readers judge the 
truth the assertion. are becoming impervious: 
are losing some contacts with the past our own loss. 
Even the religious aspect our education flux, and 
are ruling out some excellent, old-fashioned ways 
doing some excellent, old-fashioned things, superior 
manner. 

Whatever most stable, most admirable, and most 
enduring our scheme twentieth-century pedagogy has 
been made possible mainly thro the rich and varied heri- 
tage transmitted antecedent ages thro the effort 
antecedent Retention the superior elements 
that heritage would forward-looking, would wise. 

few hours ago, laid aside,with feeling released 
tension, set papers, rather lessons, written illus- 
trate the very fundamental rules Latin grammar, one 
vehement desideratum possessed possesses all 
colleagues similarly situated—namely, that all, the 
teachers and the taught, right-about-face back the days 
the Trivium and the Quadrivium, the days 
Scholasticism, any system whatsoever, class room 
technique that will teach our pupils the art expressing 
themselves correct sentences and render unknown sets 
lessons such the one above referred to. more 
than possible, that would safe and sane wager that 
lessons similar content would executed superior 
way forty, fifty, sixty years ago. are progressing; 


are accomplishing many splendid things the classroom; 
but unfortunately are teaching neither the science 
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liberal, neither idealist nor pragmatist, neither old nor 


grammar nor the art correct speech they should 
taught, and could teach them our school outlines 
were not unwieldy and all-inclusive. Too many things 
are being attempted; our educational exhibition far too 
universal, and the one inevitable result that are 
rendering impossible achievement finished products 
the first order. 

One vital need the formative schools to-day 
say without hesitancy—the Trivium. Grammar, 
rhetoric, logic—that’s what need; for grammar the 
basis everything education; rhetoric the natural 
approach logic; and logic prerequisite wise, 
intelligent disposition life and the art living 
happily. 

were indeed futile and wholly erroneous behavior 
emulate unduly hark back longingly the traditions 
the past, forgetful the great blessings the present. 
That were negativism; but bewail the passing suc- 
cessful methods drawing out and developing latent 
ability needs not make one mere antique. Nor does it. 

Teachers elementary classes foreign languages 
quite unanimously declare that, taken the lump, one- 
half their recitation periods usually given over the 
exposition rudimentary English grammar; for 
student, matter how intellectual, can learn foreign 
language without first knowing well his own. This con- 
dition deplorable, considering the waste time, 
courage, and energy that ensues. Students who not 
know the fundamentals speech medium will very 
naturally handicapped every way, and unable cope 
with requirements will drop out the ranks, unfitted 
take any duty profession. The only remedy 
sight for this state things revision the curriculum 
the primary and junior high schools, order provide 
time and opportunity for intensive and extensive drill 
prerequisites for the higher grades. good suggestion 
was made recently college professor who insisted 
systematic course formal grammar during the 
entire eighth grade least during the second semester 
that grade. 

There has been latterly growing tendency introduce 
the study Latin grammar and algebra the final 
quarter the eighth grade. This introduces element 
variety that one could scarcely wish curtail knowing 
the inevitable atmosphere sameness that falls the lot 
the average grammar school teacher. But even so, 
mistake, least the majority cases. Fifteen 
years experience teacher freshmen and sopho- 
mores high school has convinced this. Instead 
algebra, good course practical mathematics and 
elementary science would superlatively greater 
value, especially for those children whose term official 
schooling closes with the grades. Instead Latin, the 
mother-tongue, inclusive all its by-products, all its con- 
notations. full semester formal grammar conducted 
department teacher approach the secondary 
school would inestimable worth both 
learning and discipline. Certainly, would guar- 
antee for success higher courses English well 
foreign languages. 

Sectionalizing the matter such course might 
good way arousing interest and keeping keyed up. 
For example, regular text used the Monday period 
could utilized for the purpose developing sentences 
and paragraphs for study subsequent classes. 
Tuesday the analysis these sentences could taken up. 
Wednesday diagramming, preferably the board. 
This will give the teacher better opportunity attack 
technicalities, and exceptional constructions. Many 
teachers object diagram work; but the objection 
scarcely founded reason, especially these days when 
there tendency diagram and graph everything. 
Drawing the picture sentence just sensible 
graphing the contents the mind, which its most 
perfect results but experimental experiment. The 
Thursday class could devoted the study idiom, and 
the reading and interpretation 
selections for purposes style. Friday, grammar again. 

Other and far better ways conducting such course 
will very naturally available, since this paper not 
written for the purpose suggesting methods, but 
illustrating vital needs.

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new. She all these once, for her philosophy all 
characteristics, all distinctions, all methods merge them- 
selves into one unified purpose, give the individual 
child always what best, and make possible the 
future the most substantial gains, the most enduring 
sequence success.

The Demands Argument: 

Philosophy and rhetoric are involved argument. 

The existence argument depends upon that part 
philosophy known logic. 

Rhetoric determines the order and arrangement 
constructed arguments the oration. 

Aristotle declared that philosophy more value 
oration than rhetoric since discovers the sources 
and aids the construction argument while rhetoric 
merely arranges the argument and 
expression. 

Cicero places logic first enumerating the needs 
orator: “The orator ought have the subtlety 
the dialectician, the grasp the philosopher, the diction 
the poet, the voice and gesture the greatest actor”. 

universal appeal the oration made when 
number forcible illustrations are added the skeleton 
thought. 

The proper method and the proper language for 
universal appeal revealed the writings the New 
Testament; the method and language employed 
the great Teacher humanity. 

Kinds Argument Generally Employed the Oration: 

The abridged syllogism used all kinds deduc- 
tive reasoning. 

The dilemma that consists two more alterna- 
tives presented adversary and then follows refuta- 
tion any may select. Ancients used favorite 
argument. oratory filled with dilemmas. 

Argument from example form inductive 
reasoning that appeals the multitude. 

The example and the abridged syllogism are the 
common means argument and 

Analogy kind argument based upon example. 
Profitable Literary Study the Oration: 
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the great orations compare the amount argu- 
ment with the amount illustration. 

Note how rational and imaginative powers are com- 
bined the amplification the theme. 

Style the Oration: 

Style peculiar the oration characterized 
subtle, musical beauty cadence 
through the prose. 

The cadences the oration are not governed like 
the regular measures poetry; they are always wide- 
ranging and delicately shifting, never compel 
direct recognition, and are symbolic the mood the 
passage. 

Variations the Style the Oration: 

The style writing varies according the dif- 
ferent parts the oration. 

The various species into which the oration 
divided require different style. 

Contrasts Style Different Parts the Oration: 

The style the exordium, the argumentative part, 
plain, simple, passionless, except when passion had been 
previously aroused. 

the argumentative part the oration there the 
utmost precision thought and language.

amount freedom the literary development. 

Aristotle says, “Style will good taste 
not only expressive feeling and character, but also 
happily adjusted the subject-matter”. 

The style must make possible for the author 
interpret his thoughts and emotions aright. 

The natural style adopts itself every shade 
thought and emotion. 

Herbert Spencer speaking the natural style his 
Philosophy Style says, “This style will sometimes 
plain; sometimes ornate; sometimes the sentences will 
balanced, and other times unsymmetrical; for time 
there will sameness; then great variety; the mode 
expression naturally responding the state feeling, 
and the composition changing the same degree that 
aspects the subject change”.

The oration work art was perfected 
Athens, and the Athenians all the Greeks produced the 
great orators. 

The Oration among the Romans: 

The Roman looked the Greek for his models 
the oration, did all arts. 

The characteristics and life the Romans, the 
gravity their people, their patriotism, and their terri- 
torial expansion, fostered the oration among them. 

The Modern Oration: 

France, Great Britian, and America are leading 
nations producing the oration modern times. 

The modern orations not attempt elevate 
the imagination and warm the passions such degree 
did those the ancients. 

The French resemble the Grecians vivacity and 
sensibility and like them have high ideals pleasing and 
persuading. Because the French people have promoted 
the liberal arts and have been recognized great artists, 
they have exercised the power and capacity for producing 
the oration, and for propagating oratorical work.

Two painters the Italian Renaissance, Guido Reni 
and Michael Angelo, and also Spaniard, Murillo, have 
given extraordinary representations the Mater 
Dolorosa. The sorrow the Most Blessed Virgin was 
boundless the wide eternity, reaching all 
the interests that the infinite God has our world and 
all the worthwhile interests the human race—for she 
the Co-redemptrix. Calvary this sublime and all but 
infinite sorrow was concentrated and its highest in- 
tensity. was then, anguish inexpressible, that she 
became our spiritual Mother; was most appropriately 
there that Jesus said all the person Saint John, 
Son, behold thy Mother. 


Subjectively considered, Mary’s sorrow changed quality 
now one, now another sentiment within her gained the 
upper hand. Its depth and, humanly speaking, overpower- 
ing weight are expressed Guido Reni, who borrows 
just enough lurid manner give his 
picture pathetic grandeur. For mere profundity sorrow 
Reni’s work compares favorably with that marvel 
ancient art, the Demeter Knidos. But Michael 
Angelo’s comparable the finest stelae the Pheidian 
period characterized, is, calm greatness and noble 
simplicity and sublimated Christian faith. Here, 
instead deluge emotion, have grief transformed 
and elevated perfect resignation and conformity the 
will God. 

Murillo’s Madonna has less the lofty dignity the 
other two but far more appealing. calls for sym- 
pathy and imparts sympathy. How seems speak the 
piteous words, “O, all who pass the way, look and 
see there sorrow like unto sorrow!” and 
hear, and look that face our hearts are drawn 
our sorrowful Mother. Murillo’s Mater Dolorosa also

expresses the most loving maternal anxiety and sympathy 
for the suffering, the dying, and the dead Savior, and for 
all mankind, especially for her afflicted and her wayward 
children. 

Why not, like Saint Gabriel Possenti, keep 
picture our Mater Dolorosa always before our eyes that 
she may ever present our lives? 


Fount love and holy sorrow, 
Mother, may spirit borrow 
Somewhat Thy woe profound.

results will come only the heels patient, per- 
sistent his Tenth Book 
Oratory, would have the students’ themes “smell 
the midnight oil.” Infinite pains are requisite 
for the achieving success any art, and the 
art writing exception. Newman tells 
that the production his literary work wrote 
and rewrote, painfully, perseveringly until the 
corrected page was almost illegible. 

Let now examine figurative language little 
more closely. How old are figures speech? 
old speech itself. The peculiar origins speech 
are intimately bound with man’s instinct 
express himself signs and symbols.

The instru- 
ments his daily toil often suggested him the 
use signs and symbols means communica- 
ting with his fellow men and voicing the highest 
spiritual aspirations. Hebrew literature, which 
the greater portion contained the Bible, 
redolent this spirit closeness the heart 
nature. read Scripture: “Therefore the 
tongue the fire devoureth the stubble, and the 
heat the flame consumeth it: shall their root 
ashes, and their bud shall dust: for 
they have cast away the law the Lord hosts.” 
(Isaiah, Chapter V). boatmen old 
sang they plied their oars and down the Nile; 
the Russian peasant still sings scatters the 
seed with “God-like gesture” over the almost end- 
less stretch land, from which will spring the 
nourishment and sustenance his people. the 
valleys the Indus and the Ganges the Hindustani 
sang the Vedic hymns: 

“Aloft the lights dawn, gleaming for beauty, 
have risen,Splendid waves Thou 
revealest thy bosom, adorning thyself, Dawn, 
And gleamest bright thy greatness.” 

There all these figures freshness the 
upturned sod, fragrance flowers the field, 
new-mown hay. The essence figure,

The utility figures obvious. have 
clear, well-defined image mind, will feel the 
impulse express it, clothe words, make 
intelligible others. The more resourceful 
writer, course, must careful manage well 
the richness nature’s gifts. must chary 
mere emotional outbursts, lest surfeit 
excess. Very fruitful trees often need propped 
and pruned; the resourceful writer needs the 
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steadying and chastening power well-tempered 
restraint. The greatest writers have always exer- 
cised the utmost care employ figurative speech 
only where the exigencies the moment demanded 
it. professor eminently qualified speak the 
subject, recently observed that would hard 
find that Shakespeare, Addison, Newman, erred 
the side excessive and labored use imagery. 
cite but one instance, from Lady Macbeth— 
“My hands are your colour, but shame wear 
heart white.” more perfect figure can hardly 
imagined. Modern writers are often shallow 
and obscure because their conscious straining 
after effect. Things modern are often unjustly 
censured just because they happen modern 
point time, but our stricture upon much the 
current slovenliness speech well deserved.

literature the simply beautiful and delicately ornate 
always best, prescinding, course, from oc- 
casional momentary flare display color 
speech well dress.

synecdoche, irony, epigram and antithesis. Simile 
and metaphor, founded upon the resemblance 
one thing another, are the simplest and most 
commonly used. shall treat them presently 
detail. Metonymy and synecdoche, built not 
upon resemblance, but upon the relation existing 
between objects, occur less frequently. Metonymy 
exchange name between things related. The 
figure uses the sign for the thing signified: Says 
Burke: “The crown has considered after long 
service,” “crown,” course, meaning “King,” 
“the royal authority.” more familiar one: 
“cross” for Metonymy may also 
name the cause for the effect, and the effect for the 
cause; the abstract for the concrete, which last 
favorite device Carlyle’s: “Night View 
City,” speaks the “young Rusticity,” 
“cowering Wretchedness.” the same selection 
illustrates the figure synecdoche, which takes the 
whole for the part, the part for the whole; 
speaks the present, the past, and the future, 
“Today,” Yesterday,” and Tomorrow.” “Joy and 
sorrow bagged pouches leather,” are letters; 
“damask couch. Perhaps you will 
best remember from our study History, well- 
worn but good example this figure: “Napoleon 
went Egypt with forty-sail-of-the-line.” Later 
you will have occasion learn more about these 
figures and their various uses.

OUR FICTION LIBRARY

URING the past several years has been 

pleasure meet hundreds our Catholic high 
school teachers. Conversation naturally drifted 
the subject education one more its im- 
portant phases. Oftentimes the topic common 
interest was English, and after mutual exchange 
experiences the teaching the subject, arose 
the question: “How you meet the fiction prob- 
lem?” Now, since have had degree success 
handling this important and frequently vexing 
problem, have decided give the readers The 
Catholic School Journal the fruit experience, 
with the hope that may interest and service 
them. 

there need Catholic high school fiction 
library? Can Catholic high school support fic- 
tion library its own? Can sufficient 
maintained warrant its establishment? How 
can the library manned without extra, paid 
faculty member? These seem the 
points upon which most teachers request informa- 
tion. They will, therefore, form the backbone 
this discussion. 

there need Catholic high school fiction 
library? There is, indeed. There more need 
fiction library our Catholic high schools 
than there reference library. every one 
person who goes the library for reference work 
there are ten who for pleasure. dare say 
Catholic teacher could not found who not 
anxious have his pupils consult Catholic author- 
ities questions concerning the Church any 
one its many phases. And why? Because 
knows that the truth the matter can best 
found such books. Why are not careful 
about the other books our children read? there 
question does not concern history, dogma mor- 
Indeed there is, and great danger, for the 
attack fiction more covert and insidious. 
way thinking this serious problem. 
What good will careful one direc- 
tion and give thought the other? 

Perhaps time has there been greater 
number people frequenting the libraries. This 
applies children well grown people. 
And what are they reading? Mostly novels 
popular authors. Are popular authors writing the 
kind literature that want our boys and girls 
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read? Some them are, but alas! many 
them are not! This applies both men and women 
writers. There was time when thought, 
hundreds people that know still think, that 
least our women writers could trusted 
write good, clean stories; but know now that 
just necessary examine their works care- 
fully before placing them circulation 
examine those written men. 

short time ago went bookstore and 
bought twelve new books. had never read any 
them; told the clerk that was charge 
high school library, and that felt responsible 
for all the books placed circulation. informed 
her that would buy books there only upon the 
condition that could return those thought unfit 
for our boys read. also told her that meant 
read them carefully, and would see that 
none them was damaged. She readily granted 
the permission. Six the books were written 
women and six men. Four the six writ- 
ten the former was obliged return, and 
two the latter. And what brings out point 
more forcibly the fact that two these books 
were written the same author. can only hope 
that that proportion does not exist throughout the 
literary field, for would indicate very sad state 
things. 

Who there read and censor the books that 
come our public libraries? visit one, short- 
after returned the undesirable books had 
purchased, showed copies those same stories cat- 
alogued there, and consequently get-at-able any 
readers, juvenile adult! Did the librarian there 
have full knowledge the character these books, 
and still intentionally place them there? would 
dislike very much obliged answer that 
question, but the fact that they are obtainable re- 
mains. 

these facts resolve the situation into con- 
dition expressable thus: “The public library fic- 
tion not suitable for us; must have strictly 
Catholic fiction library?” No, think not. 
not necessary that all the books our library 
written Catholics. Our children must not get 
the idea that the fiction written non-Catholic 
writers not for them! for them: 
part their natural inheritance, after the undesir- 
able part excluded. Remember the parable 
the net and fishes? The fishes were sorted out, 
and those not cared for were thrown back into the 
sea. Let not for moment think that our li- 
braries must contain only books written Father 
Finn, Father Boyton, Father Spalding, Isabel 
Clarke, Mary Waggaman, Inez Specking, Mary 
Mabel Werries, Sister Clementia, etc. They should 
contain these, and the best written our popular 
non-Catholic authors. And don’t hesitate say 
that would better have greater number 
the latter, but only the best! the end 
this article will give list some books have 
placed circulation our library. know there 
nothing harmful them. 

think have said enough prove that there 
great need Catholic high school fiction 
library. points are: Most people 
the library for pleasure; Attacks faith and 
morals fiction are more covert than books 
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history, religion, etc.; many our 
popular fiction writers are unscrupulous about what 
they Because books are not censored care- 
fully enough before they are placed circulation 
our public libraries Because our children have 
choose for them until they can intelli- 
gently for themselves. 

Now let consider the second question: 
Catholic high school support fiction library 
its own?” Again answer the affirmative. 
will now tell you how our plan works out, and 
you can judge for yourself. believe that live 
here under normal conditions, and plan can 
worked out under such conditions one place, 
surely should another where similar conditions 
prevail. 

the beginning the school year announced 
that fee five cents week would charged 
those who wished make use the fiction library. 
The purpose this fee, told the students, was 
get funds enable keep the library 
up-to-date possible. During the following week 
nearly two hundred the six hundred boys paid 
the initial installment and the library began its 
renaissance. The first week our income was nearly 
ten dollars. That was good start. once, yes, 
the very first day, bought new books. 
important thing, among young boys especially, 
let them see that the money they pay being 
used for the purpose for which they gave it. 

month has passed since the inauguration 
this plan, and already nearly one-half the stu- 
dents are regularly contributing toward the main- 
tenance the library and are very glad so. 
have not yet heard word complaint, and the 
amount cash taken each week enables 
keep fine supply books circulation. 

want clearly understood that student 
obliged use the fiction library. That, believe, 
essential thing for the prosperity the en- 
terprise. course fault could found with 
any teacher who would make book reports com- 
pulsory, and this way coerce the students into 
reading, and incidentally into using the school li- 
brary. have done this two different places, 
just see how would work. But the very 
outset the pupils must told that will make 
difference the teacher where the books are ob- 
tained. The result the two experiences proves 
that only those who would not read even 
the books were their own homes, and who, 
consequently, must forced read, are benefited 
particularly the coercion. Most boys when prop- 
erly coached will only too glad enter into 
the project. 

From what has been said believe can 
stated conclusively that Catholic high school can 
support fiction library. There are many other 
ways getting money for this purpose, but think 
the one mentioned good one, and the income 
from sufficient. 

Now let consider the next question: Can 
enough interest maintained warrant its es- 
tablishment? The result experience enables 
answer unhesitatingly the affirmative, and 
hope able prove this point what fol-

alone that makes perfect, but the stressing improve- 
ments, and that fixing made possible only satisfac- 
tion. Pleasure the broad sense must the accompani- 
ment the result any connection that become 
habitual. This satisfaction may one many different 
sorts, physical, emotional, intellectual. may 
occasioned reward recognition from without 
appreciation arising from self-criticism. some form 
will the particular concern the teacher make 
the pupils realize that their action has been her 
source profound pleasure.

Pope 
Paul died 1471, but his successor Sixtus IV, confirmed 
his ruling that every twenty-fifth year should year 
jubilee and that jubilee was celebrated 1475. 
This rule has since been followed. 1500, the elaborate 
ceremonial was introduced, with which the opening the 
jubilee has since been celebrated Rome. And the 
year 1800, jubilees were celebrated every twenty-fifth 
year. that year the troubled state the Church made 
the celebration the jubilee impossible. The jubilee was 
held usual 1825, but 1850, owing the exile 
Pius IX, there was jubilee. Pius IX, the twenty- 
fourth December, 1874, proclaimed jubilee for 1875, 
but Pius made the jubilee available for all parts 
the Christian world, many regard the jubilee 1875 
extraordinary jubilee. 

Leo proclaimed ordinary jubilee for 1900, and 
Pope Pius proclaimed December 24, 1924, jubilee 
for the year 1925, which ended the first vespers 
Christmas, 1925.

“The the Boston Transcript, 
refers derisively what calls “the Ohio dialect,” 
declaring “an amazing caricature English 
speech,” but has soft side for “Bostonese,” though 
does not discourse that name. terms 
“the Boston accent,” and fondly refers the circumstance 
that Benjamin Franklin wrote praise almost two 
hundred years ago. 

“What would not give,” the Transcript man exclaims, 
“for audible example the Boston accent 1730! 
the Boston accent really survive the talk our streets 
and shops? Western people say that does—that 
still say ‘hahf’ and ‘cahf’ and ‘buttah’ and ‘mothah,’ and 
when travel England people there are kind enough 
tell that speak English and not ‘Ammurican.’ 
that may, ought glad have the thing 
recorded.” 

“The thinks the Ohio dialect 
recorded matter While Ohioans, 
and probably others, will regard some “The Listener’s” 
remarks revealing laughable rather than 
philosophical point view, there likely general 
acquiescence his observation that best reason for 
promptness getting dialect societies going 
tendency local forms speech perish under the 
process national assimilation.”

And then last said that 
wolde have eyren; then the goode wyf said that she 
understode him well. Soo what sholde man these 
days now wryte, eggs eyren?” 

Printing has done much banish dialects. The loco- 
motive and the steamboat and the telegraph have con- 
tributed the same end. The automobile 
phonograph and the radio will complete the process, 
except perhaps for finishing touch that will furnished 
education, which today for the multitude degree 
that was beyond the dreams Caxton, notwithstanding 
his eminent worthiness rated forward-looking 
man.

Reasonableness English Spelling. 


Perhaps because the prac- 
tical manner which up-to-date 
educators deal with the problem 
teaching spelling that agitation for 
“spelling reform” has ceased make 
noise the land during recent 
years. 


Time was when ingenuity 
was directed toward devising sys- 
tems “simplified spelling.” The 
innovators could not agree. With 
simplified system teaching the 
subject, young people are learning 
spell. large proportion the dis- 
satisfaction with spelling 
seems have originated among 
people who had not learned how 
spell, and ratio bad 
spellers diminishes dissatisfaction de- 
creases. Indeed, there are coming 
defenders English spelling, like 
Dr. Robinson Shipherd, who pro- 
tests against the peevish declaration 
that English spelling unreasonable, 
and puts forward an_ interesting 
“plea for the defense.”

Why the publishers books put such attrac- 
tive jackets them? Simply because they know 
that many people will buy book account 
the jacket. seems poor method indeed judg- 
ing the interest book, but then there 
rule for fashion nor fancy. Why, then, should not 
these same jackets serve our purpose? When 
take them off, before putting the books into cir- 
culation, not destroy them. There are usually 
three things about them that will add interest 
the library—the illustration, the blurb, and the like- 
ness and short sketch the life the book’s au- 
thor. Now, what with these? 

Every library should have least one bulletin 
board, and possible two. Make little sign— 
OUR NEW BOOKS—and then tack the illus- 
tration part the jacket the bulletin board. 
Before long you will notice that the bulletin board 
very popular thing, for the students will 
see the pictures. soon they see them, 
interest aroused, and students will call the 
desk for the books. Before long contest will 
arise see who will the first one get into 
the library each morning and take out the new 
book. make practice put one book cir- 
culation each day, and, course, one new illus- 
tration tacked each morning. 

Don’t take the jackets down until there 
room the board for more, and then begin 
taking the oldest one down first. Even then 
not destroy them. Next year will another year, 
bringing with new students whose interest must 
aroused the same way. 

soon becomes necessary take some 
the older jackets down, type list the names 
the books and the authors and tack the 
bulletin board also. Have suitable heading for 
the list, such as: NEW BOOKS NOT ILLUSTRATED 
ABOVE. This will keep the names before the students 
until they can get the books. this list not kept up, 
many interesting book titles will forgotten the 
students. 

Now, what with the blurb and sketch? The blurb, 
you tells something about the plot—just enough 
make one want read the story.
